To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council? 

MR„ CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  Ai\fD  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  Lhe  annual  report  for  the 
year  195So  The  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector, 
which  gives  an  outline  of  exifjting  services  is  as  usual  included. 

The  population  of  the  district  has  varied  very  little 
from  the  previous  year,  the  total  increase  as  estimated  by 
the  Registrar  General  at  mid-year  being  30.  There  was  a 
slight  fall  in  the  niunber  of  live  births  and  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  deaths,  while  both  infant  mortality  and  neo-natal 
mortality  remanis  at  practically  the  same  figure  as  1957.  No 
deaths  were  recorded  as  due  to  or  associated  with  pregnancy 
and  childbirth. 

The  usual  notifiable  diseases  which  call  for  the  attention 
of  the  public  health  department  are  the  lowest  in  numbers 
recorded  since  194S  and  continue  as  for  some  years  to  be  mild 
in  cliaractero  Only  rarely  does  one  encounter  the  severe 
complications  which  so  frequently  accompanied  many  infectious 
diseases  at  an  earlier  period,  and  with  the  use  of  modem 
antibiotics  these  are  more  readily  controllable  whon  tliey  do 
appear.  Hospital  treatment  of  diseases  such  as  scarlet  fever 
and  measles  may  be  found  necessary  not  so  commonly  because  of 
the  condition  of  the  patient  but  because  of  +he  lack  of 
facilities  for  treatment  and  isolation  at  home,  and  this  is 
more  particularly  the  case  when  a number  of  people  of  susceptible 
age  are  living  in  close  proximity  or  in  the  same  building. 

As  every  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  expected  to  play 
his  part  in  the  national  campaign  for  cleaner  food  and  the 
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oradicatn  on  of  ilseasdo  ouch  n.3  Food  Poisoning  or  Dysentery 
this  is  a subjocb  wMch  has  boon  kopt  very  riuch  in  nind,  Vfo 
arc  not  besot  in  this  district  by  largo  or  frequent  opidei-dcs 
but  there  is  however  a good  deal  of  ninor  illness  with  gastro- 
intestinal synptons  to  be  found  at  eiiy  tine  and  the  lino  of 
denarcation  bet^^^cen  this  and  a case  v/hich  becones  notifiable 
is  only  a natter  of  degree.  In  the  course  of  a year  tliis 
nay  account  for  the  loss  of  a considerable  nuiuber  of  working 
hours  in  addition  to  unnecessary  suffering,  A nuiiber  of 
ninor  or  abortive  infections  nostly  associated  with  food  are 
often  labelled  as  ’’Gastric  Flu”,, a disease  which  in  itself 
docs  not  c:d.st,  and  these  patients  nay  well  bo  the  vectors 
who  are  responsible  for  nore  virulent  sporadic  cases  of  i]lnoss 
wliich  cone  to  notice  in  nore  susceptible  subjects, 

Expcrii'-iontal  laboratory  work  has  shown  that  birds  and 
anii-ials  arc  probably  the  nain  reservoirs  of  the  typo  of 
ii'ifections  which  cause  Food  Poisoning  and  infected  hunan  beings 
who  have  bocono  chronic  or  tenporary  carriers  are  the  neaus 
of  propogation.  Ducks,  hens  and  possibly  turkeys  concern 
the  Pablic  Health  Dopartnent  in  this  respect  and  apart  fron 
rats  and  nice  well  laiovn  a.s  carriers,  donestic  anii.ials  such 
as  dogs  and  cats  arc  also  incriLiincuted, 

I wish  in  passing  to  draw  attention  to  another  aspect  of 
faulty  food  hygiene  which  norits  publicity  as  the  cure  is  in 
the  hands  of  thc^consunor,  viz,  the  dirty  niH^  bottle.  The 
nodem  bottle  washing  nachine  can  clean  and  aliaost  sterilize 
practically  any  niHc  bottle  v/hich  lias  not  been  iiisusod,  but 
a bottle  v;hich  has  been  nisusod  is  quite  likely  to  bo  unwashablo 
and  a snail  proportion  of  such  bottles  find  their  way  back 
into  circulation  in  spite  of  the  elaborate  precautions  talcen 
by  the  dairies.  Most  of  us  are  aware  that  niHc  bottles  are 
on  occasions  used  to  contain  such  things  as  paint,  oil, 
disinfectant  or  corrosives,  which  nay  be  extrer.iely  difficult 
to  remove  completely  or  nay  daxiago  the  inner  surface  of  the 
bottle,  A snail  ninority  of  the  coi.nunity  will  continue  to 
nisuso  nilk  bottles  without  any  thought  of  the  consequences 
in  spn.te  of  efforts  to  prevent  then  by  educational  nethods  or 
propoganda  naterial  and  such  people  arc  a neraco.  The  law 
relating  to  niHc  nakos  no  provision  wliich  night  deter  those 
who  will  not  bo  taught  or  advised  in  this  respect  but  the 
dairyr.ian  on  the  other  hand  is  usually  a vulnerable  target. 

During  the  year  under  review  there  has  been  a considerable 
cusount  of  legislation  on  the  subject  of  Slaughterhouses  designed 
to  secure  the  obseivcnce  of  sanitary  and  cleanly  conditions  in 
connoction  v/ith  the  constructional  operation  of  slaughterhousos 
and  the  handling  of  noat  therein.  Trying  to  keep  abreast  with 
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the  liturT:\.-t-arc  on  thap  t^ubject  lias  been  tine  ccns-uriing  but  in 
practice  the  administration  hawS  not  called  for  any  particular 
action  on  our  part. 

The  prograxic  of  jju.iimisation  against  Diplitheria,  Wiooping 
Cough  and  Tetanus  has  been  continued  without  alteration.  These 
are  offered  at  the  Maternity  end  Child  Welfare  Clinics  and 
also  carried  out  by  General  Practitioners,  while  through  the 
School  Health  Service  new  entrants  arc  offered  a booster 
injection  against  Diphtheria  at  the  age  of  5«  Poliomyelitis 
vaccination  is  not  offered  at  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics 
but  is  carried  out  under  a special  arrangement  of  registration 
and  individual  appointment  all  of  which  is  done  at  the  Town 
Hall, Slough  on  behalf  of  the  County  Health  Department.  As 
questions  are  frequently  asked  about  Poliomyelitis  vaccina.tion 
I feel  it  is  worth  v;hilc  recapitulating  the  arrangersents  at 
present  in  operation.

In  addition,  tl'iird( booster)  doses  are  given  not  less  tlian 
seven  months  after  the  second  injections  but  not  at  the  expense 
of  those  persons  applying  for  and  waiting  for  their  first  two 
injections , 


The  present  arrangement  for  vaccination  at  Local  Health 
Authority  Centres  manned  either  by  Local  Authority  Medical  Officers 
or  by  General  Practitioners  working  on  a sessional  banis,  has 
proved  sur*cessful  and  will  bo  continued.  At  the  same  time 
the  opportimity  vdll  be  given  to  the  general  public  of  a choice 
between  vaccination  at  theso  Centres  or  by  their  own  family 
doctors • 

AID.  persons  wisliing  to  be  vaccinated  by  their  owi  faxiily 
doctors  nay  arrange  with  them  directly.  Those  wishing  to  be 
vaccinated  in  local  Health  Authority  Centres  should  apply  to  the 
Local  Health  Authority  in  the  usual  way,  i*o,  by  completing  a 
consent  card  made  available  in  Area  Health  Offices,  Child  Welfare 


Oen'bs?3j  Public  Libx-ai'-iofs,  cto, , cuiii  it  to  the  Area 

Medical  Officer  nai.icd  on  the  card.  Ex;:-Gctant  r.iothers  should 

app3y  for  vaccination  either  to  the  general  practitioner  or  to 
the  hospital  nodical  officer  undertalving  their  ante^natal  care, 
and  general  practitioners  wishing  to  vaccinate  thonsolves  and 
their  faiailies  should  apply  to  the  appropriate  Area  Medical 
Officer  for  the  necessary  vaccine*  A'lbulance  driver/attendonts 
and  their  frxiilies  are  advised  either  to  apply  to  their  fanily 
doctors  or  to  the  appropriate  Area  Medical  Officer  for  vaccination. 
Hospital  authorities  nako  their  own  arrangenents  for  the  vaccination 
of  hospital  staff  and  their  farailies,  and  vaccine  is  nade  available 
on  application,  Third( booster)  in. jections  are  given  in  order 

of  precedericej  those  vaccinated  with  two  injections  in  1956  being 
dealt  with  first  and  so  on.  Should  supplies  of  vaccine  bo  limited 
at  any  time,  priority  is  given  to  persons  awaiting  their  first  two 
injections. 

Trouble  was  experienced  during  the  year  from  the  Roundsnoor 
Ditch  vdiicli  forr.is  the  western  boundary  of  the  district.  This 
is  a ^watercourse  which  carries  the  effluent  from  the  Slough 
Borough  Cow  moil  *3  sevrago  works  at  Gippenlia:'.i»  The  flow  of  \mter 
has  been  fomid  from  tine  to  tirao  to  bo  obstructed  by  materials 
which  are  probably  thrown  into  it  by  children.  Apart  from 
tills  the  channel  is  inadequate  to  carry  the  large  and  ever 
increasing  volume  of  effluent  being  discharged  into  it. 

Overflowing  tias  tal^en  place  on  a large  scale  at  a slightly 
higher  level  on  to  land  just  over  the  Eton  Urban  District 
boundary  and  nuisanc  '^rom  smell  has  arisen  end  complaints 
have  been  received  fj.-o;:.  residents  nearly  in  this  district, 

’"he  matter  was  reported  and  the  Council  entered  into  correspondence 
with  the  Thaiies  Oonseivsncy  v/ho  are  the  Authority  responsible 
for  the  condition  of  the  streaii.  It  is  estimated  tliat  about 
6,000,000  gallons  of  e.t'fjj?.cnt  per  day  are  being  discharged 
into  the  channel  and  I pointed  out  that  widening  and  deepening 
of  the  cha.imel  \\rould  be  necessary/'  to  prevent  a recurrence, 

MereHy  clearing  the  cliannel  of  debris  would  not  be  an  effective 
cure.  Certain  assurances  were  obtained  froi.i  the  Thanes 
Conservancy  and  the  condition  of  the  stream  lias  been  kept 
under  observation, 

A considerable  amount  of  rodent  control  has  been  carried 
out  during  the  year  and  unfortunately  this  vrork  does  not  show 
any  visible  results  in  return  for  the  tlse  and  e^qpendituro 
devoted  to  it®  The  dangers  of  rat  infestation  are  well  laiown 
and  although  the  level  of  inl'estation  has  been  reduced,  there 
are  many  old  properties  in  the  district  where  access  is  difficult 
to  the  possible  breeding  places  and  it  will  bo  necessary  to  maintain 
nil  measures  of  control  on  at  least  the  present  scale. 
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I wi.flh  to  tlirilK  tho  nor.iborr.  af  fcho  OoiincdJl.  for  their 
support  in  all  public  health  natters  end  I nust  note  v/ith 
regret  tho  resignation  of  Mi’cSnith  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  whose  knov;ledgo  of  the  district  and  experience  has 
always  been  of  great  assistance.

Sewage  is  disposed  of  by  arranger.ient  with  the  Slough 
Corporation  through  their  Cippenhaxi  Disposal  Works,  There 
were  no  najor  extensions  to  the  sewerage  systen  during  the  year. 
Twenty  one  new  prei.u.sos  were  connected  to  the  public  sewer. 
Seventeen  houses  still  discharge  their  sov/age  into  septic  tanks 
which  are  oeptied  twice  a year  by  the  Council,  Nine  houses 
still  have  bucket  closets  but  negotiations  have  now  been  nade 
■v/ith  the  owner  and  instructions  have  been  given  for  the  houses 
to  be  drained  into  the  public  sewer. 

During  the  year  a breakdown  at  the  only  Puiiping  Station 
in  Eton  caused  sone  concern;,  and  although  in  this  instance  a 
repair  was  quickly  effected  the  Council  gave  instructions  for 
the  second  storage  tank  to  bo  cleaned  out  and  prepared  for  a 
second  pumping  station.  This  was  carried  out  and  fouidation 
work  conpletod  for  the  new  di^r  well  and  puiping  station  which 
is  scheduled  to  be  continued  during  1959.
